I,GKAY,J., regret I cannot sgreo with 
my learned brethren on tho Bunch rela- 
tive to this application. After an atten- 
tive consideration of tho argument and 
authorities advanced on showing cause 
I am more firmly convinced that it io 
a ease for the interposition of tho 
Courts, and that tho proper, indeed the 
only, remedy is by mandamus. Tha 
defendants arc public officers, discharg- 
ing public duties under an express sta- 
tute creating their otfices and defining 
thosoTjuti.es, for discharging which they 
are paid from the public funds. Tho 
applicant's wifo Sarah Hay ward claims 
a right conferred by that statute, on 
the performance of certain conditions, 
which she alleges she has complied 
with, on which compliance it became, 
as sho' contends, tho duty of tho de- 
fendants, as such public ..officers,, .to 
grant the right. The facts are clearly 
set out in the judgment on the 5th of 
Ootober last . .which ordered the rule 
nisi. No affidavits have. been read in 
reply, but the question- comes up on 
certain, preliminary objections raised 
by the counsel for the defendants, 
whfchy as if on demurrer, say, ad- 
mitting all that you have set forth, 
you- are not entitled in law to a man- 
damus, and at present, therefore, wo 
arc not bound to answer j'our facts. 
Practically the. question is whether tho 
plaintiffs are entitled to an enquiry. 

The "Public School Act, 1879," de- 
lines with great care the powers of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council and 
the duties of the superintendent. Un- 
der those powers the defendants were 
appointed examiners of the candidates 
for school teachers at the last examina- 
tion. In accordance with those duties 
the superintendent had previously pre- 
pared and defined "The Rules and Re- 
gulations for the Government of the 
Pul)lic Schools";'and the. "Regulations 
for flic Examination of Public School 
Teachers in the Province of British Col- 
umbia for the year 1880," which 
latter, and with which only we 
have to deal, were approved 
of by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council on the 22nd Slay and 13th 
November, 1870, and duly published. 
These latter designate with extreme 
minuteness the conditions to be per- 
formed, the nature and character of tho 
examinations, the mode of conducting 
them, the different grades of certifi- 
cates to be given, the conditions for 
pbtaining the certificates, and absolute- 
ly fix the number of marks attached to 
each subject of examination. 

In an elaborate report dated oOth 
November, 187 9, (sessional papers 1S80, 
page 1G3) the superintendent points 
out that the power of appointment of 
paid examiners by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor was a new power under the pre- 
sent act not previously existing under 
the old acts. 

The applicant states on oath that as 
a candidate she complied with all the 
terms, conditions and regulations. No 
objection wan raised to her testimoni- 
als,' : nor was there any allegation of a 
breach of the conditions. With reference 
to lier competency at the examination 
in addition to the verbal statement to 
herself of the superintendent that "she 
had done remarkably well," and of 
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Charles. Hay ward that her "number, 
49,'' had successfully passed," tho_ let- 
ter of the other examiner, Williams, 
on behalf of the whole board, is pro- 
duced which, while stating generally 
that they were not satisfied, in two 
distinct paragraphs states that her an- 
swers to two questions, to which only 
they referred, had been correct and 
worked out correctly." Then what was 
the can e of the dissatisfaction? The 
regulations fix the standard marks for 
correct answers, and her' contention is 
that her answers being correct have 
got the necessary number of marks and 
having complied with the conditions 
and no other objections being alleged 
she becamo entitled to a certificate ac- 
cording to tho grade that would be 
designated by those marks. 

It was quite open to the board to have 
stated and shown that tho" answers to 
the questions were, in their opinion, 
not bona fide. And that would have 
been a perfectly good ground of dissat- 
isfaction and refusal of tho certificate, 
because if true it would have been a 
distinct breach of the conditions ; but 
to withhold from the applicant hor sta- 
tutory right upon hioro suspiciou with- 
out communicating the ground of their 
action, and affording her an opportuni- 
ty of proving tha contrary, wax to con. 



domn unheard, a violatiou of the first 
principle of justico, and is worse than 
openly refusing on tho ground of in- 
competency, because it is based on the 
assumption of dishonesty. In tho dis- 
charge of their public duties the exam 
iners have no moro right to indulgo in 
whims and fancies than a judge has in 
tho administration of the law. 

The statements of the applicants are 
under oath, and if untrue they are 
guilty of perjury. 

Now hore it may bo observed that 
tho act is a most excellent one, care- 
fully and judiciously framed to accom- 
plish a noble object, public education, 
and the regulations promulgated by the 
Lieut. Governor in Council aro made 
in a spirit of manifest justice and Tair 
play. It is a well known principle of 
law that a statute should be so con- 
strued "Ua ut magii valcat quam 
per eat." 

Then what answer do tho defendants 
give ? 

1st. That the examiners are now 
fundi officio and therefore there would 
be nothing for the mandamus to oper- 
ato upon.. 

► 2nd. The mandamus would bo 
nugatory because if a certificate were 
ordered and granted, the Superinten- 
dent could suspend it immediately after, 
under sub. sect. 9, sect. 9 

3rd. That tho Lieut. Governor had no 
power to make regulations, or in any 
way fetter the discretion, of the exam- 
iners, consequently the examiners 
would not be bound to follow them. 

To my mind these answers hardly 
merit a reply. 

Public officers do not become fundi 
officio, of their own mere will, until 
they have performed tho duties for 
which they were appointed. These 
officers were paid examiners under tbo 
statuto and they can therefore; bo fol- 
lowed and made, .to do the duty which 
the statute requires and which thoy left 
unfulfilled. It would be absurd to 
suppose the only duty they had to dis- 
charge was to draw their pay. If it 
was their duty under this statuto in 
this caso to grant a certificate, they can 
bo made to do it and the question now 
before this court is, whether the stat- 
ute did or did not require them to do 
it i '% ■ " • • i :'l ! m UU 

The 2nd objection is even worse. It 
propounds that admitting this court 
should come to a conclusion, that the 
applicant was in law entitled to a cer- 
tificate, it would be useless to grant it 
because the superintendent might im- 
mediately after suspend it, that is that 
at his own mere will, he might do the 
great wrong of taking away from a 
party, a right tho law declared that 
party entitled to. It would be im- 
proper to assume that any public 
officer could so act, but the section pro- 
vides that his action shall be reviewed 
bv tho Lieut. Governor. 



The 3rd objection, that the Lieut. 
Governor had no power to make such 
regulations is equally untenable. He 
is clothed by the statute with power to 
make them, and it is shown by com- 
parison of the present with the previ- 
ous School Acts which where repealed 
that it was a new power. When 
therefore he made and approved of 
those regulations they became as much 
a part of the law, as if they had been 
embodied verbatim in it. 

But underlying this whole case is 
the broad question whether the exami- 
ners have a pure discretion or an as- 
signed duty. In my opinion it is tho 
latter. No lawyer questions the posi- 
tion that when a discretion oxists the 
court will not order its exercise in any 
particular direction; but the distinction 
is broad between a statutory obligation 
and an arbitrary discretion. It is 
quito open to the legislature to restrain 
the latter and command the former.and 
it was in my opinion with the view, in 
the matter of public education, of pre- 
venting even the suspicion of an im- 
proper bias on the part of tho examin- 
ers that the legislature in this case 
took away that discretion and defined 
the conditions, making it obligatory 
upon the examiners to act upon the 
conditions, otherwise the new power 
under the act of 1879 was n rlpliminn 
and tho regulations are a mockery and 
a snare. In my judgment in granting, 
the rule nisi on the 5th of October 
last, I endeavored to point out this 
difference. It is manifested from the 
arguments and the views of my learned 
brethren on the bench that the distinction 
hasnot been seen. Lovibond'scase 6 L. R. 
Q.B. 411 shows the distinction, and Lord 
Cairns in Julius vs. the Bishop of Ox- 
ford 5 L. R. appeal cases, House of 
Lords, ( June, 1880 ) in a few 
terse sentences defines the latter : 
"Where a power is deposited with a 
public officer for the purpose of being 
used for the benefit of persons specifi- 
cally pointed out, and' the conditions 
defined by. tho legislature, that power 
ought to be exercised, and tho Court 
will require it to be exercised." 

The object of this new Act was to 
prevent favoritism or prejudice in the 
selection of teachers, and for that rea- 
son it gave now powers and devised 
now conditions. But of what avail 
would all this be if the examiners can 
nevertheless exercise an arbitrary will 
and evade all responsibility by the 
mysterious silence of a hidden power 1 
Under tho statute the candidate, if he 
desires, has a right, and tho public in 
terests, I think, require that ho should 
know why ho has failed. Your certifi- 
catcs were lfitmfSoiont, You broke 



such and such conditions, or violated 
such and such regulations. You did not 
answer the qnestions so as to obtain a 
sufficient number of marks, — are plain 
and intelligible reasons ; but to say to 
a candidate, "you answered correctly, 
there are no objections to your testi- 
monials or charactor, nor can wo 
say you violated any regulation, 
but we are not satisfied," may do 
very woll where the discretion is 
uncontrolled — but not in a caso where 
the duties and conditions aro defined 
by statuto and the oflicors themselves 
appointed under that statuto to carry 
out its terms. 

I think that on compliance with the 
requirements of tho statute the candi- 
date acquires a statutory right — and 
for a violation of that right — in the 
case of public officers, assumed to bo 
acting conscientiously, I know of no 
adequate or indeed other remedy 
than a mandamus to tell the officers 
under that statute to carry it out. 
Moreover, it may be questioned wheth- 
er even a moro extended use of the 
mandamus than has hitherto been ex- 
ercised may not be comprehended in 
the Sth sub-section of the 3rd see. of 
the now Judicature Act — but it is not 
necessary for this case to determine 
that point. In this caso the applicants 
are entitled to an enquiry; their state- 
ments on oath are uncontradicted. 
These examiners are not private gen- 
tlemen disposing of private patronage, 
but are paid public officers, and it lies up- 
on them to show in answer to the prima 
facie caso mado out that under the 
statuto they did their duty. If it bo 
possible — that notwithstanding these 
regulations — the examiners may do as 
they please, then it will be possible 
that the fountain of public education 
may become polluted at its source — di- 
rectly contrary to tho spirit and inten- 
tion of a most excellent act, and of 
nio.it judicious regulations. 
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EUROPE. 
London, Dee. 22. — Tno land roe'et- 
Derrygonolly was held to-day as an- 
nounced, and was protected by a 
strong force of police and infantry. 
Opposition on the part of orangemen 
was abandoned, but some fighting oc- 
cured after the meeting. 

Forster, chief secretary for Ireland, 
has written Bruce Jones offering him 
military or police prosecution. Jones 
declined both. 

Dublin, Dec. 22. — Over 50 witness- 
es are being summoned by tlie crown. 
Subnornas have been handed to tho re- 
porters of the .Daily Express summon- 
ing them to produce their original 
notes of speeches and proceedings at 
meetings of the land league in Dublin 
since February last. It is understood 
that the traversers intend to summon 
several reporters of the Freeman's Jour 
nal in connection with meetings of tho 
league. 

Dublin, Dec. 22. — After tho arrival 
of the Grenadier Guards the Irish gar- 
rison will comprise ten batteries of ar- 
tillery, seven regiments of cavalry, 
threa companies of engineers, twenty- 
eight batalliona of infantry, and soino 
companies of the army service corps. 

k great meeting was held at Lough- 
roa to-day for the purpose of denounc- 
the government for suppressing 
tho Callohill meeting. Several Irish 
Americans made speeches. 

Solicitors of the traversers have ser- 
ved Subpornas on all clerks of thejpeaco 
summoning them to produce decree 
books of county chairmen from 1844, 
when their jurisdiction was first estab- 
lished, and to specify all ejectment do- 
3rces for non-payment of rent. 

London, Dec. 22. — A batallion of 
grenadiers have been ordered to get 
ready for special service in Ireland. 
The garrison for Ireland will number 
30,000 men of all arms by the 1st of 
January. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 22. — Reports 
of a scheme of government implying a 
virtual abdication oj the czar, are abso- 
lutely unfounded. 

Dublin, Dec. 23. — Tho ship Juno, 
on which the arms were found, « tvom 
Cork for Baltimore with railway iron 
'and arms, mostly obsolete carbines 
and revolvers. She was taken in tow 
disabled, by a tug and brought to Lim- 
erick where she is now under repairs. 
Her cargo was necessarily removed, 
and the arms and ammunition were 
taken to the queen's stores under a 
military guard. Buckshot is still being 
manufactured for the Irish constabu- 
lary, and it is thought tho military 
will also be supplied with buckshot. 

The ship J uno is the name vessel 
from which arms were stolen some 
timo ago in Cork harbor. The ship 
has been knocking about for six 
months on her way to tho United 
States. The authorities will keep 
charge of her until the arms havo been 
removed. 

The customs authorities have seized j 
a largo quantity of powder and shot 
which was being shipped at Runcorn, 
on the Mersey, for Galway. 

London, Dec. 23. — Tho Timts says: 
The government has apparently some I 
suspicion that behind tho agrarian j 
organization in Ireland other projects 
are being hatched. It is probable that 
a mischievous gang of Irish-American 
filibusters, who wero authors of the 
Fenian rising in 1867, are again at 
work. They find the musses flushed 
with triumphs over tho law and abund- 



antly supplied with arms, which havo 
been sold in hundreds of thousands 
throughout Ireland since tho peace 
preservation act was allowed to lapse 
six months ago. It is impossible to bo 
suro that they will not set a match to 
the train. 

Several persons havo been arrested 
for Boycotting. '. . 

Rome, Dec. 23. — Tho Pope has ad- 
dressed a recommendation to Irish 
bishops urging them to use their ef- 
forts towards effecting pacifications of 
Ireland. 

At a. mooting of tho Grand Orange 
Lodge to day tho emergency commit 
too considered tho number of applica- 
tions for protection from persona in 
different parts of the country who are 
boing persecuted for refusing to join 
ihe land league, and arrangements 
wore made to assist thorn. Tho com- 
mittee resolved immediately to enroll 
persons who would, when necessary, 
r.rocoed to any of tho country and enter 
tho services to protect Boycotting per- 
sona The committee also resolved to 
inform Bruco Jones that they were 
ready to assist him. 

London, Dec. 23.— A company of 
engineers has been ordered to leave 
Aldorshot immediately for iroland. 

Paris, Doc. 23. — In tho billiard 
match to-night Vignaux mado 857 
points and Slossou GOO. Total score 
now stands: Slosson 2400, Vignaux 
2354. The match will close to-morrow 
evening. 

Dublin; Dec. 24. — The polico of 
Portadown, Ulster, to-day arrested a 
homo ruler named Doyle. A number 
of documents relating to secret societies 
were found upon him. 

Tho inspector general of tho Irish 
constabulary has issued a circular 
warning the polico against attempts to 
decoy thorn from their barracks, and 
reminding them of precaution neces- 
sary to. ensure tho safety of barracks 
and arms. 

London, Dec. 24. — Funck k Co., 
wool merchants of Roubaix, Francs, 
havo failed. 

The Earl of Carnarvon publishes an 
open letter to John Bright, chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, protesting 
against his speech at Birmingham on 
tho 10th of Nov., in which ho con- 
demned tho land ,'aws of Ireland and 
attributed the state of affairs in Ireland 
to tho rejection of the compensation 
for disturbance bill by the house of 
lords. Tho Earl of Carnarvon declares 
that holding sentiments so avowedly 
republican and hostile to the crown 
and to the house of lords, Bright ought 
not to be able conscientiously to re- 
main a member of the cabinet for o 
single day. He draws a parallel be- 
tween Bright's mild censure of lawless- 
ness and crime in Ireland and his 
scathing rebuke of those guilty of own- 
ing lands. 

BERLIN, Doc. 24. — A Nihilist leader, 
Michacloff, a man of noble rank, has 
been arrested. 

London, Dec. 23, — Tho entire garri 
son in Ireland does not include a single 
distinctively Irish regiment. 

Dublin, Dec, 23. — The land com- 
missioners have concluded their-ift'quiry 
and communicated the result to Glad- 
stone. It is understood that their 
opinions are that some of the Protes- 
tant farmers of the north are making a 
determined stand against the land 
league. The military stationed at Cork 
have been ordered to suppress a land 
meeting proposed to bo held at Kan- 
turk on the 22d of January. 

London, Dec. 23. — Mrs. Cross, 
George Eliot, the distinguished novel- 
ist, died last night ; death quiet and 
almost painless. Mrs. Cross was seized 
with a sudden chill, which affected her 
head and particularly her larynx, on 
Sunday last. She had, shortly beforo 
the attack, received several friends, 
who had left her apparently in good 
health and spirits. The attack, how- 
ever, did not give serious cause for 
alarm until six last evening. Dr. An- 
drew Clark then discovered her peri- 
cardium seriously affected, and pro- 
nounced the case almost hopeless. She 
passed away quietly. On tho 6th of 
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ion Evans to John Cross of Weybridge, 
Surrey, a merchant in that city. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

London, Dec. 22.— Cape Town ad- 
vices : Mews from Bloomforsten states 
that tho Boers attacked Poetichefstrom 
on the 15th inst., and the colonial 
military camp on the 16th. No de- 
tails of fighting received. The attitude 
of the Pocnhas, one of the most power- 
ful tribes, is decidedly improved. Their 
chief, Umquellcla, has promised to 
prevent rebel Pondomex from entering 
his country. 

London, Dec. 23.— It is reported 
that an action has occurred between 
the Boers and Middleberg and 200 
soldiers were killed and 50 taken pris- 
ouer§. 

The governor of Natal telegraphs 
from Pietermantzbnrg to-day that the 
number of Boers in the field is estimat- 
ed at 4000, but it is thought they can- 
not hold together. It is rumored that 
the Boers made an attack on the 
British camp at Pafccliestroom and 
were repulsed with loss. The Boers 
have issued a proclamation in tho name 
of the government and Yolks Raad and 
havo written to Major Lanyon express- 
ing respect for the Queen and British 
flag and a desire to avoid war; but a 
determination to assert thoir indepon 



dence, and requesting Major Lanyon 
to surrender tho government without 
resistance. Major Lanyon has issued a 
proclamation offering pardon to all who 
immediately withdraw from tho mal 
content's camp. 

Dispatch riders from St. Andorten 
to Pretoria have been obliged to return 
as tho Boors wero patrolling all the 
roads. Tho report of an action at 
Middloburg in which 200 soldiora wero 
killed and 50 taken prisoners is not 
confirmed. St. Andertonis boing hasti- 
ly fortified b}- tho loyalists. Every 
hour brings news of tho extension of 
the rising. The Boers threaten to at- 
tack Utrecht. Fifteen loyalists at Wal- 
lave been 



EASTERN STATES. \ . 
EnzABETrrrowN, Ky., Dee. 22. 
Tho wildost excitement prevails on ac- 
count of a horrible tragedy here yes- 
terday. David J. Carter and Bud 
Harrington, old and wealthy citizens 
and respected farmers, quarreled over a 
lawsuit, when Harrington shot Car- 
tor in the head, probably fatally. . Car- 
ter's son then procurred a double-bar- 
reled shot gunand emptied both barrel's 
into Harrington's body. He 'fell, where- 
upon the elder Carter, seizing a heavy 
sledge, deliberately crushed tho head 
of his victim with it and then fell over 
him in an' apparently lifeless condition, 
ilarr *-ij.- - .ori'a body awaits the coroner 
and Carter awaits the result of his 
wounds. Both lie in tho samo house. 

St. Louis, Dec. 24. — Miss Cirovor, a 
socioty bello of St. Louis, yesterday 
made a confession that she was tho mo- 
ther of a maid infant whoso dead body 
was picked up on a vacant lot in this' 
city a few days ago. Sho says that she 
left her house the night of its birth 
(Sunday) and took hor child to tho 
place where its body was found. Miss 
Grovor refuses to toll who the father of 
the child is. 

New Youk, Dqo. 24. — Banks hold 
six millions and a half dollars abovo le- 
gal requirements. 

Chicago, Dec, 24. — Wheat oponed 
lie. lower this morning thari closing 
yesterday and immediately dropped off 
he. with a weak, panicky feeling. Every 
other cereal and provisions went down 
in sympathy — corn declining lie. Pork 
declined 40c. and lard 10c. Tliero was 
a slight reaction from extreme figures 
but at noor. the market continues weak. 

CANADA. 
QUEBEC, Dec. 22. — Part of the crew 
of the bark Bristoli.m, wrecked at An- 
ticosti on the 22d ult., arrived last 
night and toldataloof fearful hard- 
ships, Soon after tho pilot left them- 
bad weather set in with rain, snow and 
sleet, accompanied with terrible, gales. 
This lasted until tho evening of the 
22d, when the vessel became a total 
wreck. The ropes were frozen in the 
blocks, and the sails would not bend, 
so that the vessel becamo unmanagea- 
ble; a fearful gale was blowing from 
the northwest, when about 9.30 P.M. 
the vessel struck. Prior to this, sea r 
man Thomas Smith, aged 19, had been 
washed overboard and lost. As soon 
as the vessel struck, the rest of the 
crow inado themselves fast to the rig- 
ging ; they wero wet through and be- 
numbed with cold. There was no fire 
on board and no means of making one, 
the vossel having had her deck swept. 
At about 11 p.m. the vessel's stern be- 
gan to break up, and the men with dif- 
ficulty managed to take up a position 
on the forward part of the ship, whow 
they stowed themselves in their tere 
clothes exposed to the terrors of tho 
night. During the interval J. Evans 
of Carnarvon, aged 22, h Scotchman, 
and D. McQuillen, a lad of 15 were fro- 
zen to death. Almost all the rest of 
the crew were more or less frost-bitten. 
When day broke it was found that the 
vessel' was two miles from land and the 
weather still rough and intensely cold. 
At 11 o'clock they sot about launching 
the only boat they had. They were 
successful, but unfortunately the boat 
filled with water. They however man- 
aged to get in it and bailed ou t the 
water as they rowed ashore. On lnnd- 
ing they were in a terribly exhausted 
condition. Noticing a man's footsteps 
on the ground they followed the tracks 
for about six miles. Evans the cook 
died. 

ASIA. 

Dehuoez, December 22. — Tho entire 
Akhal Tekke population has been sum- 
moned to arms to raid on the Russian 
line. Eight thousand Turcoman infan- 
try for tho Merv district, with two 
guns, are marching to reinforce at Geok 
Tepe. The Tekkes havo refused re- 
newed offers of compromise from the 
Russians. 
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CALIFORNIA. 
San Fiuncisco, Dec 23. — In the 
Mussel slough case tho jury this morn- 
ing desired to have the testimony of 
U. S. Marshal Pool re-read to them, 
which was done. They then resumed 
their deliberations, nnd at about half 
past 12 o'clock brought in a verdict con- 
victing all tho defendants. Thoy were 
held in §5000 bail each, and the second 
Monday in January set for sentence 
and for hearing motion -for a new 
trial. 

Mrs. Lizzie Ralston has entered an- 
other suit against Wm. Sharon, claim- 
ing over $77,000 as her and her child- 
ren's share of a ranch in Kern county 
which ho cold.

Nextmorning 
I saw ii' small - boom, of logs lying in 
shallow water .with a, thin sheet of ice 
formed around them. This ice formed 
on th'o 17th inst. and happened during 
very high tide with scarcely any ebb at 
this season of the year,: Tho surface 
■was undisturbed by a riffle— neither air 
nor enterprise to keep it in motion;- 
From the oldest authority I can find on 
the subject it never freezes sufficiently 
at any timo to prevent a common scow 
from breaking it'np.'- No ice jamn ; thero 
as on theFiaseror St. Lawrence. What 
obstacle is a -thin sheet of i;o to the re- 
quirements of commerce ? We have 
no long seasons of frost here. .The 
climate is changeable in winter. Facts 

are indisputable. • '.

The Uoburg World, one of Lite grit- 
tiest of grits, thinks that for "all its 
troubles British Columbia may blame 
Sir John Macdormld". It says we 
were humbugged ut the start and that 
Mr. Mackenzie anjiroached the railway 
matter with a statesmanlike determin- 
ation to sottle all disputes with the 
Carnarvon Terms which, however, a 
Tory majority in the Senate refused to 
ratify. The Brant Review, also a grit, 
sensibly remarks : 

"In "so far as British Columbia has 
been wronged let her be righted, give 
her a good round sum in millions for 
any losses incurred for not building the 
Railway between Esquimalt and Nan- 
anaimo, according to agreement, and 
let her bo released from the con fedora 
tion if it is her choice, and to her ad- 
vantage so to do. We shall not fool 
the loss much, but we shall be saved 
from the financial ruin that threatens 
us if we build a road across the Rocky 
Mountains and through the wild* for- 
ests of British Columbia. The British 
Columbians complain that the coven- 
ant lias been broken, ft was not prac- 
ticable to keep it, hence we say release 
her at onco and pay all the actual cost 
of our default, incurred in reserving 
a twenty liiile belt of land for railway 
purposes which has not been used 
for .the road and thus shut up 
against .settlers. Pay them a just 
award for all actual loss, and let Brit- 
ish Columbia cut loose from us, if she 
wants to do so. We shall live after 
the loss, and millions of money which 
if. is proposed to sink in unproductive 
and useless portions of the Railway, 
can be thus saved to build roads whero 
and when they shall be needed. We 
do not propose to wrong British Colum- 
bia if she says the agreement has been 
broken. Let Canada now then release 
that colony and pay the damage.

D. 0. Mills, one of the syndicate that- 
hasinhund the Yalo-Savona contract, was 
examined before th« Royal Commission at 
Ottawa on the 9th itiit.

Mr. Ondcrdonk, who 
was an engineer in whom wo had confi- 
dence, presented tho work to his friends, 
of whom I was one, and wo having full 
confidence in him as an engineer, as an 
able worker, and as a practical man, con- 
sented to go in and form what was called 
a syndicate. Onderdonk camo to Ottawa 
with authority to procure these contracts, 
but at tho same timo was instructed that

We thought it very 
portant that all these contracts should be 
under one control, and if this was not 
practicable it was not thought desirable 
to havo anything to do with tho work. 
Our opinion was that these sections boing 
close togother and all very heavy work, 
tho competition for labor would be very 
groat if the contracts were in different 
hands. Thcro ie no labor to be obtained 
on tho spot. It all has to bo takon to the 
works, and there would bo great compe- 
tition amongst tho different contractors, 
which would put prices up. Another 
point is the difficulty of accoss to some of 
the sections, it being necessary to pass 
over tho outer ones to got at tho inner 
ones, For thoso reasons we were very 
desirous of getting tho wholo after we had 
secured part of it. 

Q. — Aro you aware of any arrangement 
having been made for soiling tho con- 
tracts before the tenders were awarded ) 
A. — Not to my knowledge. Whatever 
was done here Onderdonk had in chargo. 
Before that gentleman camo to Ottawa 
1 indopondent tenders were submitted which 
were approved of by tho syndicate. I am 
not aware of any negotiations until after 
the tenders had beon put in. My opinion 
is that work will be bettor done by ono 
contractor than if soveral had it. That 
was my opinion in tho first instance, and 
it has been fully confirmed by tho subse- 
quent work. 

Q. — Have thcro been any changes in 
tho syndicate since tho contracts were 
transferred to it which would weaken the 
security of the government/ A.— The 
security of tho governmont is largor now 
than at first, as a large and expensive plant 
lias been placod upon the work, and I am 
not aware of any arrangement by which 
the government has roleased any person 
or property. 

Q. — Havo you anything further to add? 
A. — Nothing, except that having entered 
into tho contracts the syndicate intend 
to prosecute them as rapidly as possible, 
provided we can securo labor. There 
certainly will be no lack of capital to push 
the work to completion.

HOWSE VS. YELLOWHEAD PASS. 

WILL THERE BE A NEW SURVEY? 

It is well known that at the point where 
it ia supposed tlio Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way will enter British Columbia, and for 
250 miles oast of that point, the country is 
a barren dosort. Tho last roport of Mar- 
cus Smith demonstrates that north and 
south of tho Yellowhead tho land is fer- 
tilo, but that tho dosert bolt, with a 
width of 160 milos, begins 250 miles oast 
of Yellowhead and loads rijjht up to tho 
foot of tho mountains. Along the North 
Thompson the country is rocky and bro- 
ken and unproductive. Where the Pino 
River Pass (north of Yellowhead) pierces 
tho Rocky Mountain range, and for u long 
distunco on either side, the country is for- 
tile— richly abounding in grass and, gen- 
erally, is a beautiful prairie section. Thin 
was the pass tho advocates of tho Bute 
Inlet route pressod upon tho notice of tho 
Dominion Government. Tho final selec- 
tion of tho Burrard Inlet routo has lod 
tho Government to oxamiho the country 
through which thoy had intended to run 
the line, and they have ascertained that 
for at least 500 miles a more worthless 
pieco of territory doe3 not oxist on the 
continent. What, then, is to bo done? 
Tho Syndicate wish to select their land as 
closoly as possible to the line of railway. 
Should they adopt the Pine River Pass, 
they might as woll adopt tho Bute Inlet 
route. But as thoy are requirod to roach 
Burrard Inlet they must either retain tho 
Yellowhead Pass with its surrounding im- 
perfections, or soloct a more southern 
pass. Two low passos lie opon to thorn: 
Kootonais Pass and Howso Pass. The for- 
mer, as a glanco at tho map will show, 
lies too far south, and its adoption would 
iuvolvo heavy additional expense. Howso 
Pass, on tho other hand, enters British 
Columbia at a point nearly opposito Kam- 
luops; possesses very easy gradients; 
it would conduct tho lino through 
n splendid farming country, and 
in addition, the lino if carried by it would 
be much shorter than if it were takon by 
tho Yellowhead Pass. Theso considera- 
tions, wo boliovo, are at this moment oc- 
cupying the attention of the Government 
and tho Syndicate at Ottawa. 

Dsnman Island School. 

The semi-annual examination of Don- 
man Island public school took place on 
Friday, 17th December. All the pupils 
in tho district were present except three. 
The examination lasted the wholo day. It 
embraced exorcises in spoiling, reading, 
punctuation, writing, mental and Written 
arithmetic, dictation, grammar, geography 
and history.

Mr. Lewis did not wish to press tho 
chargo and would not have arrested tho 
prisonor had ho not used abusivo lan- 
guage. 

Prisoner wn3 remanded for a da}' for 
the police to make further enquiries. 

The Chinaman arrested a fow days ago 
for soiling whisky to Saanich Indians was 
again remanded. 

His Honor herd remarked that ho had 
considered the Council Chambers difficul- 
ty and wished to "pour oil on the trou- 
bled wators." Ho nopocl that tho defend- 
ant would mako a proper apology, and 
thus amicably dispose of tho matter. 
After reviewing tho caso at considerable 
length tho magistrate again hoped that 
such would bo tho arrangement. • 

Mr. Johnson said that tho magistrate 
had only heard ono side of the caso, and 
that ho (defendant) was not entirely in 
tho wrong. 

His Honor did not want to be addressed 
just at present, but advised that timo 
should bo takon to arrange for an apology. 
Ho hesitated to send tho case to the 
Supremo Court as much timo had already 
been lost in tho investigation. If this 
suggestion were not followed ho would 
have to soud both parties for trial ns he 
had no choice in tho matter. 

Mr. Theo. Davio would convey tho 
suggestion of his Honor to his clients and 
ascortain what could bo done in tho mat- 
ter. 

The caso was further remanded until 
WodnoBday. 

James Fisher was charged with assault- 
ing John Jay by biting his nose.

Ah Wy, on romaud, oharged with steal- 
ing a watch, otc. , was the noxt caso on tho 
dockot. 

Mr. C. C. Mackenzio stated that tho 
doors of his houso wore all locked and tho 
windows fastened on tho night in quos- 
tion, tho 20th inst. Tho prisonor loft tho 
premises about 7 o'clock in tho evening ; 
ho was lot in next morning about 7 o'clock 
when ho (Mr. McK.) found the doorbolt- 
ed on the inside ; thoro was a side door ; 
aftor boing in some timo prisonor onquir- 
od about tho time as tho clock had stop- 
pod ; ho was told to look at tho watch on 
tho mantelpiece behind some photographs; 
uuderstood him to say tliat thoro was no 
watch there ; on going to tho front door 
found it unlocked and unbolted ; also 
found ono of tho windows in tho sitting 
room unfastened ; tho kitchen door lead- 
ing duteide was also unlocked ; asked 
prisoner whether ho had unlocked tho 
door ; ho replied that he had not, but 
that ho had unlocked the door leading 
into tho kitchon ; the doors showod no 
signs of being opened from tho outside ; 
ono window had a brokon pano, but it was 
high up and could not bo reached without 
a ladder ; tho shuttor on tho outside was 
closed to hido the broken pane ; it was 
difficult to reach tho window fastening 
through tho broken pane ; tho watch and 
chain and cross and chain wero tho only 
articles taken ; there wero other valuablos 
in the houso ; prisoner had ofton asked 
the prico of tho watch ; believed his wifo 
told him what it was worth ; did not re- 
member prisoner expressing a desire for 
tho watch ; tho clock stopped at 2 a. m. ;
